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The bridge across the Angara River about 3 km south of Dratsk is on the 
newly constructed Taishet-Oratsk railroad line, It 1s 900 te 1,000 meters 
long and has six concrete piers which are protected against floating ice 
by stone faclLy extending 5 meters above the water level, The bridge piers 
are 140 meters apart. Double T~girders 35 em high support a 2 meter high 
stecl truss superstructure. The usable width of the bridge is meters. The 
roadway is 11 metors above the stream at tean water and 7 meters at high 
water. “he river hanks are of natural rock.

Nimansitoe is still uncer construction. The pinpoint location of Seal 

ob Urral could not be determined. It is believed that it is Located between 

Ust Uimanskee and Tyrna.

The railroad Line between Isviskove and Khabarovsk is the last stretch 

of the double-track TranseSiberian railroad line.
